What better way fi- 
nance war than the use 
surplus commodity that was 
great demand? Both England and 
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France needed the South’s cotton. 
Both England and France had the 
guns and munitions needed the 
South. exchange, cotton for 
guns, munitions and manufactured 
goods was natural and mutually 
beneficial conclusion. 

Confident victory, the South 
exported only token amount 
cotton during the first year the 
war. The succeeding years were 
prove how great error this 
was. 

Unprepared for war and with 
over 3,000 miles coastline 
patrol, the North’s blockade the 
South’s exporting activities was 
very ineffective. The South was 
jubilant. The “Fifteen Million 
bonds commanded pre- 
mium 1862. What the South 
lacked guns, munitions, goods, 
could get with cot- 
ton. Cotton was money. mat- 
tered little that more and more 
currency was rolling 
printing presses. The backing for 
this currency remained the same 

The industrial North, with pro- 
duction accelerated the war, 
gradually effected blockade that 
throttled the rural South. Less 
and less cotton arrived the West 
Indies which was transfer 
point the blockade runners 
England and France. Shortages 
became more and more acute 
the South. Food was scarce. Cot- 
ton fields were hurriedly replaced 
farms supply the needs 
both the military and civilian 
South. Thus, cotton, the main back- 


ing the Confederate currency, 


was rapidly becoming extinct. 


The greatest shortage the 
South was the lack sound 
currency. With the progressive in- 
crease material shortages, the 
currency purchased less and less. 
Inflation, brought about its 
“printing press gripped 
the South. the North, prices 
rose about per cent during the 
first two years the war. the 
South the rise prices became 
fantastic!

money. This short article sum- 
marizes some the writer’s view- 
points the subject. 

Basically, the Civil War period 
the United States from 1861 
thru 1864 produced many, many 
changes the monetary systems 
our country which are still felt 
today. 


One the major reasons for 
these reforms was the fact that 
the population large started 
hoarding ‘hard’ U.S. money, first 
gold, then silver and finally even 
copper. Thus, there was little of- 
ficial coinage circulation even 
though the Federal government 
‘stepped up’ coin production. 

The situation the South was 
even more acute since the Con- 
federacy didn’t have the bullion 
the wherewithal coin hard 
money. Merchants were unable 
conduct everyday business, since 
there simply wasn’t any ‘hard’ 
money with which make 
change for their transactions. 

Thus began the issuance vari- 
ous forms money. 

Roughly, chronological order, 
the following forms emergen- 
money were either used is- 
sued: 


The Federal Issues: 

Unused U.S. postage stamps. 

Unused U.S. postage stamps, 
loosely inserted small envel- 
opes (often imprinted) for protec- 
tion. 

Encased postage stamps 
metallic cases, with mica covers 
give visability. 

Cardboard script about twice 
the size stamps, printed with 
issuers names fractional de- 
etc.)

Paper currency, fractional

Bank notes issued the Fed- 
eral government including legal 
tender issues, compound interest 
notes, refunding certificates, etc. 

Changes the Federal coin- 
age make more readily ac- 
ceptable such the bronze cent, 
cent pieces, and slightly later 
the nickel and cent pieces. 


Confederate Issues: 


Tokens and 
the medals smal! size probably 
circulated money due the 
shortages. 

Paper currency issued the 
Confederate government. 

Paper money issued indi- 
viduals, companies, cities 
and states. 

Government metallic curren- 
cy—tried but never circulated (the 
ill-fated Confederate half dollar 
and one cent pieces). 

New Orleans mint the Confed- 
eracy. 


Thus there are obvious forms 
emergency money issued the 
above list, and notes issued 
individuals, banks, states, etc. are 
counted separately, and other 
are subdivided, i.e.

compound interest notes separated 
from fractional currency, over 
different forms emergency mon- 
were circulation during the 
Civil War. all there would 
about 20,000 different items 
near complete Civil War emer- 
gency money collection! 

sincerely believe that one will 
have probe deeply find any 
era history where more varied 
and different forms emergency 
species were circulation than 
during the U.S. Civil War period. 


few comments about some 
the various categories emergen- 
money may helpful and in- 
dicate where the reader may 
additional information. The 
drawbacks—to say the least they 
are fragile and ‘woe be’ the 
man who placed handful loose 
stamps (with the gum intact) 
his pocket warm day!!! 
say the least, stamps per prov- 
impractical. 

When envelopes were introduced 
hold the stamps this was con- 
siderable step forward, but visi- 
bility the stamp inside the en- 
velope was obviously hampered. 
(Unfortunately the day the glas- 
sine stamp envelope had not ar- 
rived). 


Early 1862 John Gault New 
York conceived the novel idea 
making brass encasing for the 
stamps, with mica cover the 
front thru which the stamp would 
visible. 

These encased postage stamps, 
manufactured the Scovill 


Manufacturing Co. Waterbury, 
Conn., had one distinct disad- 
vantage—they cost 
their face value issue since for 
instance cent piece cost three 
cents from the post office plus 
the cost the encasing (borne 
the merchant). Obviously the prof- 
it-minded merchant could not long 
endure this added expense 
business. 


Obviously, the first fractional 
money issued the Gov- 
ernment used the idea 
stamps circulating media (it 
was called postage cur- 
rency) showing reproductions 
cent and cent stamps 
the money. 

Several interesting articles 
both encased postage and frac- 
tional currency are available 
the first two volumes the Ameri- 
can Numismatic re- 
prints ‘Selections from the Numis- 
matist’ available most coin 
dealers. 


Unfortunately written 
about the Civil War cardboard 
script than virtually any other 
the Civil War emergency specie— 
they are perhaps the rarest form 
emergency script even includ- 
ing the encased postage stamps. 

cardboard issues Robinson and 
Ballou (who incidentally issued 
tens thousands their own Civ- 
War merchants metallic cards) 
shown the January, 1955, Nu- 
mismatist.

Whereas, The State Louisiana 
has taken under its control the 
funds deposited the late Sub- 
Treasury the United States 
New Orleans, but considering 
just that certain drafts against 
the same should paid.

Provided, that draft shall

hereby authorized pay

The 
staggering sum copper coins 
contained many that 
solete had never been legal 
tender, including 30,000 foreign 
coins, 200 Hard Times tokens, 250 
Colonial pieces and 1000 miscel- 
laneous tokens. The last item even 
included some tokens 
manufacture, hoarded even 
his own private money! The bulk 
the remainder were Large 
cents, Indian cents 
and bronze two-cent pieces. 


This was extreme case 
the mania that day, but Ameri- 
cans all over the North put away 
their hard money and refused 
purchase with except pre- 
mium. Gold and silver coins were 
then selling varying advances 
over their face value. 

When commodity becomes 
hoarded, and the 
hoarding leads greater scarcity. 
sugar and gasoline during War 
days—the U.S. coinage was the 
hoarded commodity the Civil 
War. 

Perhaps today will never 
understand all the 
wherefors the scarcity small 
change during this era, but 
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existed and was the underlying 
motive for the issuance Civil 
War tokens. 

The tokens were unhesitatingly 
accepted everyone during 1863 
and early 1864—to far greater 
extent than were the government- 
issued fractional currency notes. 
However, instances the refusal 
merchants redeem their own 
tokens forced the Government 
act. 1864 Act Congress 
forbade any private individual 
issue any form monetary sub- 
stitutes. very little known 
fact that modification this 
law still exists our statutes. 
Title 18, Code, Section 491 (a), 
states: 


“Whoever, not author- 
ized, makes, issues, passes 
any coin, card, token, device 
metal, its compounds, which 
money for any 2-cent, 
cent, 5-cent piece, authorized 
law, for coins equal 
value, shall fined not more 
than $1,000 imprisoned not 
more than one year, 

The law was generally obeyed, 
especially since the Government 


started producing, 1864, the 
bronze Indian cents, which were

Aware Chase’s am- 
bition become president, Lin- 
coln wisely chose him serve 
his country best Secretary 
the Treasury his cabinet. 


Although Lincoln was keen 
observer men and had great 
admiration for qualities, 
lack complete rapport between 
the two men led constant fric- 
tion and conflict.

One hundred years ago 
month marked the beginning 
the end for the United States 
Branch Gold Mint Dahlonega,

The Mint overlooks the busy 
river front and the Southern Pa- 
cific railroad ferry house. the 
act cession 1803 the United 
States was invested with the own- 
ership the property previous- 
belonging the French govern- 
ment.

minger, secretary the treasury 
for the Confederacy, was born 
Germany, but spent his childhood 
Charleston orphanage. His 
father was killed the Napoleon- 
Wars one month after was 
born, and his mother died when 
was barely five. result, 
his grandparents put him 
foundling home and never saw 
him again. 
All his life, Memminger suf- 
fered suspicion and revilement be- 
cause his European origin and 
unorthodox upbringing. 


Overcoming this degree, 
rose become successful 
Charleston lawyer, trustee 
the orphanage which was 
raised, and man who devoted 
large part his life helping 
unfortunate children. 

Serious and industrious, Mem- 
minger had humor. had 
five major interests life: edu- 
cation, law, finance, children and 
religion.

Coinage Press Serves 


Chopping Block For Meat

When Farragut’s fleet 
passed before the forts guarding 
the rebel city New Orleans 
April 1862, Guirot, assistant 
treasurer the Confederacy, fled 
from New Orleans Vicksburg. 
With him took all the bul- 
lion that was the New Orleans 
Mint that time (probably 
the form coins which 
been issued yet) and other val- 
uables. the 28th the same 
month the city surrendered. This 
put the Mint back the hands 
the Union Government. 


Now comes the story what the 
United States government did with 
The New Orleans Mint building 
was built between 1835 and 1838 
cost $182,000. The total length 
including the wings was 282 feet 
(an entire city block), the depth 
the main building was 108 feet 
and the wings were feet 81. 
The corner stone the building 
was laid the foundation 
old Spanish fort which had deep 
moat encircling the entire square 
The land known 
Square was given the United 
States government the city 
New Orleans June 19, 1835. 


January the State 
Louisiana seized the Mint. Dr. 
Bonzano was melter and re- 
finer the New Orleans Mint 
while was held the United 
States. When the State Louisi- 
ana took over retained his 
position. When the United States 
forces began their occupancy 
the city was appointed special 
agent the U.S. Treasury, with 
orders take charge the Mint 
and recover any government pro- 
erty belonging it. 

From here will let him tell the 
story with letter discovered 
Walter Breen the National Ar- 
chives. Bonzano wrote the 
Director the Mint Linderman 
reporting his experiences and con- 
taining his advice the reopen- 
ing the Mint. 

Branch Mint 

May 1867. 

Sir: 

have the honor acknowledge 
the receipt your communication 
the 26th ulto, inclosing copies 
your correspondence with the 
Department relative the execu- 
tion coinage this mint, and 
the condition its machinery and 


apparatus. 

inquiries beg permission re- 
capitulate, brief form, the 
incidents which, more less had 
tendency influence the con- 
dition this branch mint re- 
spect efficiency. 


After the seizure the Branch 
Mint and its treasures the State 
Louisiana and its subsequent 
transfer the Confederacy, Mr. 
William Elmore remained 
Superintendent and custodian, and 
Mr. Guirot Treasurer and 
Assistant Treasurer the Con- 
federacy, until the National Fleet 
under Admiral Farragut had 
passed the Forts April, 1862, 
when the remains the govern- 
ment treasures were carried 
Guirot. 

returned this city, from the 
North, June, 1862, with orders 
from the Secretary the Treas- 
ury take possession the Mint, 
and its property and take the 
necessary steps recover such 
machines and tools might 
found other places. 


found the Branch Mint occu- 
pied the 12th Maine Regiment 
Volunteers, Colonel Shipley. 
being necessary continue the 
military occupation the public 
buildings this city for some time 
longer, the final evacuation the 
Mint the troops did not take 
place until the latter part July. 

During this time was kindly 
furnished with desk-room the 
custom house the acting col- 
lector, though the custom house 
was then almost wholly occupied 
troops. 

The old workmen the Mint, 
nearly all whom were loyal, 
soon furnished the necessary in- 
formation find the lathes, plan- 
ers and other tools which had been 
removed from the Mint and loan- 
given away different par- 
ties engaged the manufacture 
firearms. 


These tools were taken posses- 
sion the aid guards fur- 
nished the Provost Marshal for 
this purpose, and placed back 
the Mint they were found.

There reason believe that 
the Mint was well taken care 
during the short reign the Con- 
federacy here, and nothing was re- 
moved except the shop tools and 
two stands rolls. 


The troops quartered the Mint 
could not entirely restrained 
from converting their own ‘em- 
porary use what ever came 
their way suited their fancy.

The first issue 
read, Payable money six 
months after the ratification 
treaty peace with the United 
States with interest two cents 
day per 100 dollars. The later 
issues read two years after the 
treaty peace and did not men- 
tion any interest. 


1861 there were five mints 
the United States, two the 
North and three the South. 
the North one was Philadelphia 
and the other San Francisco. 
Those the South were located 
New Orleans, Charlotte, C., 
and Dahlonega, Georgia. The 
South immediately confiscated the 
three southern mints, with all the 
bullion present. 

According the records the 
New Orleans mint during the 
month January, 1861, the U.S. 
government minted 300,000 silver 
dollars. The state Louisiana 
taking over the mint during 
the month February made 1,- 
200,000 more, and the Confed- 
eracy made 900,000 more before 
they finally closed down June 
that year. They also turned 
out 5000 dollar gold pieces dur- 
ing this period. The mint Char- 
lotte made 7000 gold pieces 
and Dahlonega made 1500 gold 
pieces before they closed. 


The last two mints were never 
reopened again. May 14, 1861, 
act directed that the mints sus- 
pend operations, was found 
that loyal Federal operators de- 
faced destroyed all dies and 
also there were mechanics 
skilled enough replace even 
operate the necessary machin- 
ery.
